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The Church. Built on the site made memorable by 
the wearv defence made by the garrison under General 
Wheeler during the Mutiny. The garrison surrendered 
under promise of a safe passage to Allahabad, and were 
murdered by the riverside as they attempted to embark 
in boats provided by the rebels.
